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Assistant Director W. C/ SULLIVAN cdled at 
10:50 AM today and stated that tl^ Bureau keeps getting 
Indications that gl LLIAM ALEXAND^ is the source of the 
rumor that OSWALD was an FBI Informant. Mr, SULLIVAN 
Instructed that WADE be contacted and told that in effect 
"ALEXANDER should either put up or shut up;"that we Insist 
upon It." Qualify your statement to WADE to effect that 
If It Is BO that ALEXANDER is the! source of It, he must 
eltherrcome up with the evidence or stop making these state- 
ments. SULLIVAN instructed that the Bureau be advised as-to 
what WADE says, etc., and to use test Judgment as to best^ 
time to contact WADE. 

Regarding the interview of former SA JOro ^ 
Houston, in which he states he had no recollection' of eyer 
having contacted GEORGE MOHRENSCH);lDT and had no recollection 
of this individual, Mr. "SULLIVAN requested that a teletype 
be sent to Bureau regarding same. 'SULLIVAN stated, ha will 
put in a memorandum that FAIN was, interviewed and/hever talked 
to MOHRENSCHILDT. 
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
